Columbus, Aug. 11.—Protesting in- 


. nocence of the crime for which he was 


convicted and claiming that Rodney 
J.. Dlegle, former sergeant-at-arms of 
Ihe Senate, is Innocent of complicity 
tn the legislative bribery cases, lor- 
mer State Senator LeForrest R. An- 
drewB of Irooton, walke. from the 
gates of the Oho Penitentiary today a 
free man. His sentence expired last 
night at midnight, after serving seven 
and one-half months confinement for 
accepting a bribe wiule a member of 
the general assembly. 


Andrews was sentenced from Frank- 


lin county by Judge L. B. Dillon of 
the common pleas court, and was re- 
ceived at the state prison two days 
after Christmas, 1912. Before leaving 
the prison, Andrews talked 
freely 


with newspaper men, discussing pris- 
on life, his future plans and the cases 
which concluded with his and Diegle's 
conviction. 
Asked 
if 
he 
thought 


Diegle's sentence excessive Andrews 
replied: 


"Knowing what 1 know, a sentence 


of a day would have been excessive. 
Dlegle is Just as innocent of the 
crime for which he Is now serving a 
sentence, as the prosecuting attorney 
of. this county. Any reasonable man, 
who Is unbiased, that will read the 
record of his trial, can come to no 
other conclusion. Diegle had no more' 
to do with my going to the Chltten- 
den Motel than the governor of this 
•tate and I firmly believe If Governor 
Cox will take the time to read the 
records in Diegle's case he immediate- 
ly will grant him a pardon, as I be- 
lieve Governor Cox to be a fearless 
and honest man. 


"I intend to go to Lawrence county 


where I was born and raised and visit 
with my family, who are In the 
country this summer, until school be- 
gins this fall. 
My four 
interesting 


children have been planning all sum- 
mer Just what they are'going to 
with me when I get home, and .„ 
swimming and flshrng making cider, 
attending the circuses and various 
other amusements I expect to have the 
time ef my life." 


Concerning the plans for his future 


Andrews said he had none, except that 
he intended to work hard at some hon- 
orable employment. 


Asked for his opinion of prison life, 
the former senator stated: 


"This question Is broad and has 


many ramlflcations. Of course, every- 
one knows that conditions are great- 
ly Improved over the-past but there 
still is vast room for Improvement 
Prison life has not oeen very irksome 
to me for the reason that I have been 
BO situated 
that scarcely a day has 


passed but the tragedy of some poor 
devil's life has not been unfolded to 
me for council and advice, all the men 
knowing that I am a lawyer."

band of Mrs. Amanda Walker of Co- 
lumbus, completing the list wherwhe 
viewed the body of the woman after 
it was taken to Columbus for burial. 


The Sunday papers printed a 41st 


of eight persona who were recovered 
from the water following the acci- 
dent but in this list, an identified 
man was given. 
This 
body was 


dentified as that of John Miller, of 
Columbus, whose name was also In- 
cluded In the list of Identified dead. 


People in the vicinity of the 
disaster Sunday thought they were 
about to recover the eighth body 
when one was believed to have been 
seen floating near where the boat 
sank. A call was sent for a Hebron 
undertaker but the body had dis- 
appeared before men in a row boat 
could reach the spot where it was 
seen.

Judge 
the Judges of thisjcourt are also made H" M- Jewell in a decision rendered 
August 1st, accorded a victory to the 
natural gas consumers in an injunc- 
tion suit instituted two years ago. 


The gas consumers attempted to 
prohibit the gas company from charg- 
ing more than 38 cents net per 1000 
cubic.foot for natural gas and won 
their case. It was decided by Judge 
Jewell at the time that the money ac- 
cumulated from the increase above the 
uxed rate was therefore the property 
of the citizens ot Newark. 


The gas company rs not satisfied to 


allow the case to rest with this de- 
cision and the controversy will not 
stop short of the supreme court. The 
company contends that a decreasing 
pressure necessitates 
this increased 
rate and as the case may not be set- 
tled for two or throe years, the con- 
dition of the gas supply in the future" 
may ultimately affect the final deci- 
sion

Washington, Aug. 11.-—President

organized desire "proceeding from 
sources unknown to htm," to bring 
on a war between the United States 
and Mexico. The president does not 
regard the movement as 
extensive 


but as very troublesome and referred 
to misrepresentations in 
some In- 


dividual newspapers. 
He indicated 
that he shares somewhat the viewa 
of Senator Williams who declared In 
a speech last Saturday that an or- 
ganized lobby existed to involve the 
United States in war. 


There is no occasion for alarm In 


the opinion of the president who 
told callers today that within the 
last forty-eight hours the Mexican 
situation had improved materially. 
It was made clear by the president 
to those with whom he discussed the 
situation that the 
instructions to 


John Lind, his personal representa- 
tive were chiefly to inform the Amer- 
ican government how things stood 
generally in Mexico and just 
what 


were the opportunities for the good 
offices of the United States In the in- 
terests of peace. 


Sooner or later, it was 
pointed 


out, Mr. Llnd will make certain sug- 
gestions to -tne Huerta government 
through the American embassy, but

of the Newark Schools from the State 
School Commissioner, since it is nec- 
essary for Mr. Hawkins to obey this 
law the communication is published 
in full, in order that all 
concerned 


may have due warning, prior to the 
opening of school on September 2: 
-To Parents, Guardians, and Em- 


ployers: — The compulsory .education 
law of Ohio amended provides: 


That every boy .between the ages of 


eight and fifteen years, and every girl 
between the ages of eight and sixteen 
years, must attend school. 


That every boy between the ages of 


fifteen and sixteen years not engaged 
in some regular employment must at- 
tend school. 
That such attendance must 
begin 


the flrst week of the school term and 
continue for th^ full time the school 
attended is in session. 
That no person, firm or corporation 


shall employ any child under fifteen 
years of age in any business whatever 
during any of the hours when the pub- 
lic schools are in session. 


That no boy under sixteen years of 


age and no girl under eighteen years 
of age shall be employed, unless such 
child presents an^.Jlse and schooling 
certificate approved by the superin- 
tendent of publlCjjiRliool. 
That no boy iiF&ltttletf-tb.-an age 


and schooling-certificate ..until he.is 
fifteen years of age and has passed a 
satisfactory,-sixth grade test, and no 
girl until She has passed a satisfac- 
tory seventh grade test or is sixteen 
years of age. 
That any boy between fifteen and 


sixteen years of age who ceases to 
work must return to school 
within 


two weeks, unless he secures other 
employment within such time.

ROAD IMPROVEMENTS IN CUMBERLAND MOUNTAINS 


One of the best examples of good road building In the southern states has 


recently been put on exhibition at Chattanooga. 
This road climbs Signal 


Mountain, a spur of the Cumberlands, six miles north of the city, and has its 
terminus at Signal Mountain Inn, a summer resort recently opened to the pub- 
lic bj Mr. C E James and associates, near Signal Point, an eminence used as 
a signal station by the Union generals during the Chattanooga campaign of 
3863. The Tennessee liver washes the base of Signal Mountain practically the 
entire length of the roadway, at an average distance below the road of 1,000 
feet 
The scenery from this hiphwa\ is pronounced by all who see it as among 


the best on the American continent 
The roadbed in many places was blasted 


out of a towering < liff by heavy charges of dynamite, the roadbed hugging the 
base of this cliff for more than a mile. The road gradually ascends the moun- 
tain until it reaches an altitude of 2,000 feet above spa level and 1,500 feet 
ibove the level of the valley. It is constructed on modern lines, is of an aver 
ige of forty feet in width, and the heaviest grade is but seven per cent. Heavj 
touring cars climb the mountain over this road at a speed of 25 miles an hour. 
A trolley line is also being constructed by the same company from the city 
o the summit of Signal Mountain and will be in operation b> the date of the 
September Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic.

Washington. Aug. 11. — [Special.] — 


The prediction and denial departments 
of the two principal parties to the tar- 
iff debate are running overtime. The 
Republicans are constantly predicting 
dire disaster as a result of the tariff 
legislation. The Democrats are Just as 
busy denying and refuting these pre- 
dictions. Meanwhile the country waits 
with some impatience the closing up^ 
of the tariff discussion and the enact- 
ment of the tariff bill. 


It is a foregone conclusion that the 


tariff bill is going through substantial- 
ly as it has been reported from the 
senate committee. The changes that 
will be made are of small consequence. 
It has been known ever since the Dem- 
ocrats swept the country in the elec- 
tion of 1910 that the tariff was to be 
revised on Democratic lines, so the 
country has been aware of what that 
meant for quite a long time. 


Begging the Question. 


The election of 1010 expressed dis- 


satisfaction with the tariff bill which 
the Republicans had enacted. 
That 


election was a forerunner of Demo- 
cratic success In 1912. Scarcely any 
man of good political judgment ex- 
pected the Republicans to win in 1912. 
Even if there had not been a party 
split Democratic success seemed to be 
assured long before the conventions 
named candidates. 


Therefore It seems like begging the 


question on the tariff 'question to add 
the votes of Taft and Roosevelt togeth- 
er and assart that the Verdict was not 
in favor of Democratic tariff revision.

Blooms From Split Bulbi. 


A novel experiment Is that of grow- 


ing two hyacinth bulbs together. Two 
bulbs are selected which are known 
to flower about the same time, al- 
though In other respects the more di- 
vers* they are the better. Each is cut 
from the crown to the base with a 
sharp knife 'In such a way that the 
central shoot Is exposed bu\ not Injur- 
ed. The two larger portions of the 
bulbs are then tied together, the cut 
portions facing one another. The dou- 
ble bulb Is then potted in the usual 
way. 
If all has gone well a single 


stem comos up, while the flower may 
be blue on .one side and pink on the 
other, according to the colors of the 
bulbs. The result Is highly mystifying 
to gardeners who nre not "in the 
know." The experiment is often car- 
ried out by the Dutch growers and 
rarely fnile If carefully executed.— 
London Strand.

The charges vary from 
three te six shillings, according to the 
length of the tour the traveller wishes 
to make. 
Your guide will probably

.whole world has come to believe that 
at the moment or death the saintly go 
to Heaven and all the remainder, more 
alive than ever, go either to Hell or 
Purgatory. The plain, common-sense 
statement of the Bible that all—both 
igood and bad, old and young—go to 
'Sheol, Hades, to the tomb, la Ignored. 
The Bible teaching, that-the redemp- 
itlve work of Jesus assured all a res- 
urrection from the dead, Is made null 
and void by Satan'* declaration that 
nobody la dead. 


Immortality In Christ. 


TBe Bible does Indeed hold out for 


'the Church the hope of Immortality; 


I but it is only a hope, not already a 
jposflesslon. Man was not created un- 
qualifiedly Immortal. Tb* ttfe glvea

The Pastor open- 


ed his discourse 


iwlth the words: How blind we have 
all been—stupidly blind—in respect to 
our Heavenly Father's words! We 
have believed human traditions, which 
^e ought not to have believed, and left 
onbelieved the Bible teachings, which 
(we ought to have believed, until the 
;Chnrch as a whole has become thor- 
oughly puzzled In respect to every- 
thing religious. I am not Judging any 
particular person or sect The matter la 
•o general as not to need specification. 


All have alnned, all /are out of the 


•way of Truth, lost In the fog of super- 
stition and error, guided thither, as 
St Paul foretold, by "doctrines of de- 
mons." (1 Timothy 4:1.) There Is no 
time for faultfinding. The duty of the 
hour Is to get right—to get back into 
harmony with God, and to obtain the 
true light on His Word that will re- 
store Christian faith, love, devotion. 
, Blaming nobody except the Arch-De- 
'celver, Satan, we find, as the Master 
predicted, that the whole world has 
been made drunk by the false doc- 
trines which Satan gradually Introduc- 
«d during the Dark Ages—"The inhab- 
itants of the earth have been made 
drunk with the wine of her fornica- 
tion." (Revelation 17:2.) Some were 
'crazy drunk, to the extent of persecut- 
ing others; some were stupidly drunk. 


Like drunken people, we mixed up 


and confused the good and the bad. 
In one breath we told of the love of 
God—His mercy, gentleness, patience— 
and how all of His children must be- 
cortie copies of His Divine character. 
Then In another breath we painted this

As your posterity Increases, extend the 
bounds of Eden, until It will Include 
the whole earth. 


But that the life was a tentative one, 


a conditional one, is indicated by the 
threat that disobedience would bring 
death—the cessation of life. 
Thus, 


when the sin had been committed, God 
declared, "Accursed is the ground for 
thy sake. In the sweat of thy face, 
ehalt thou eat bread, until thou return 
to the ground; for dust thou art, and 
unto dust shalt thou return."—Genesis 
8:17, 1& 


The whole world knew that it was 


dying; and not even a suggestion of a 
reversal of the curse was made up to 
the time of Abraham. Then, for the 
first time, God declared it His purpose 
to bless all the families of the earth, 
which implied the rolling away of the 
curse. This blessing, the rolling away 
of the curse, was to come through 
Abraham's Seed. "In thee and in thy 
ISeed shall all the families of the earth 
be blessed." St Paul declares that 
this Seed is The Christ—Jesus the 
Head, and the Church His Body.—Ga- 
latians 3:16. 29. 


But the Apostle explains that even 


this statement to Abraham was more 
or less indistinct: it did not bring the 
matter clearly forward and give posi- 
tive assurance of everlasting life! St 
Paul declares that this was accom- 
plished through Jesus, more than 4,000 
years after the fall. He declares that 
Christ brought life and Immortality to 
light through the Gospel.—2 Tim. 1:10. 


Now we may see that this promise of 


immortality, deathlessness, death-proof 
existence, is a very much grander one 


God of Love as sitting down, before *nan we ever supposed. Immortality 
creating humanity, and deliberately, 
with fore-knowledge, arranging that 
thousands of millions should be born 
In sin. misshapen in iniquity; and that 
after a few short years, full of trou- 
,ble, all of them with only rare excep- 
tions, should be turned over to fire- 
proof demons, to be tortured through 
all eternity. 


When a soberer thought would sug- 


gest that the fire would destroy them, 
that the torture could not last more 
than a few hours, then a drunken 
thought Inspired by the Devil came— 
that God delighted in the torture of 
His creatures, and that all those thou- 
sands of millions would have life in- 
jected Into them by the Almighty Him- 
self, the great Fountain of Life, so as 
to prevent them from ever ceasing to 
'be, ceasing to suffer—so as to perpetu- 
ate a great chamber of horrors such 
as no human mind could Imagine. 
Dante pictured the Inferno most hor- 
ribly, that eternal torture chamber, 
over whose gates were the words, 
"Who enters here abandons hope." 


i 
Satan's Great Success. 


j The Master styled Satan the father 
of lies. His first great lie misled our 
first parents and murdered them, by 
leading Mother Eve to disbelieve God's 
Word. "In the day that thou eateat 
thereof, thou shalt surely die." (Gen- 
esis 2:17.) Satan contradicted the Al- 
'mlghty. saying, "Ye shnll not surely 
die"—cannot die, ye are Immortal, your 
life Is a perpetual one. 


Satan has since impressed this false- 


hood upon the whole world, and has 
largely succeeded in deceiving all. 
When in fulfilment of God's Word 


Is a quality of life which thus far is 
possessed only by Jehovah God and by 
His Son, our Lord Jesus Christ Moth- 
Ing In the Scriptures Indicates that 
even the angels possess death-proof 
bodies. 
On the contrary, the Bible 


teaches that Satan, one of the very 
highest angels, is to be destroyed. 
This shows us that this Immortal, 
death-proof quality is not possessed by 
the angels. Their everlasting life de- 
pends upon the Divine covenant that, 
so long as they are in harmony with 
God, He is pleased to perpetuate their 
lives in a most joyful condition. 


The Bible assures us that only the 


elect Church will ever attain the im- 
mortal quality peculiar to the Father 
and to the Son. 
This promise of 


"glory, honor, immortality," is made 
merely to the saintly Church, and is 
to be attained in the First Resurrection 
by those found worthy. "On such the 
Second Death bath no power."—Rev- 
elation 20:6. 
But our Lord Jesus not merely brought 
to light immortality as God's gift to 
the Church. The Gospel of Jesus 
brings to light a hope of everlasting 
life to the non-elect world—to so many 
of them as, under the light of the 
knowledge of the glory of God during 
the coming Millennial Age. will fully 
respond and be of those who will bow 
the knee and confess with the tongue 
the great King, and be uplifted to 
human perfection by the arrangements 
of Ills Kingdom. For these God has 
the same everlasting life that He has 
already given to the angelic hosts. 


This everlasting life of the future is 


usually styled immortality; for it will 
be a deathless life—a life free from the

of the intelligence. The Apostle ex- 
plains that God will give to each a 
body as it pleases Him. Tbe bodies 
irovided for the Church will be of the 
»>lrit kind. 


The bodies provided for the world 


will be of tbe flesh kind. Wonderful 
as this is, It is not all; for the human 
bodies that are to be restored thus by 
Divine Power will be the exact coun- 
terpart of the present bodies, repre- 
senting the same memory, mind, will. 
Thus each will know himself, and will 
know the others with whom he was 
acquainted in the present life How 
wonderful, how stupendous, how un- 
believable, except as we are able by 
faith to grasp the fact of our own lit- 
tleness and the Divine greatness! 


True, as the Apostle tells us, not all 


men have this faith—not all men are 
able to believe what the Bible so clear- 
ly sets forth. 
They stagger at the 


great proposition. But their stagger- 
ing and unbelief will not change the 
facts. God's Wisdom and Power will 
continue to operate, notwithstanding 
our imbecilities. 
Those who cannot 


exercise faith cannot belong to the 
Church class, called during the present 
time; for with this class faith Is a par- 
amount requirement 


Foolish Incredulity—Wise Faith. 
How strange it seems that nearly 


everybody con be credulous of non- 
sense, while only a few comparatively, 
can hnve faith In the true realities of 
the Divine promises! 
For Instance, 


how few seem able to believe in the 
Power of God as respects a resurrec- 
tion of the dead. On the contrary, how 
many cnn be credulous enough to be- 
lieve that the dead are not dead—even 
wben they see them to be dead, and 
their senses demonstrate that fact! 


Under the delusion of Satan, man- 


kind have come to Imagine hells and 
purgatories, and to believe in them, 
although they do not have even a sus- 
picion or a thought as to where these 
places are! What better proof could 
we have that the world for 0,000 years 
baa been under the malevolent Influ- 
ence of "the Prince of the Power of the 
Air, who worketh in the hearts of the 
children of disobedience"? What bet- 
ter proof could we have that the world 
hns been under tbe influence of mis- 
lending spirits and "doctrines of dem- 
ons"?—thoroughly believing Satan's 
false statement, "Te shall not surely 
die"—ye are immortal—and thoroughly 
rejecting God's statement, "Tnon shalt 
surely die." Immortality is a gift of 
God, 
and not nn Inherent quality.

BOYNTON PARK, ON CAMERON HILL, CHATTANOOGA 


r 


Some years ago the city of Chattanooga purchased from private owners 


the entire summit of Cameron Hill, a historic eminence on the western bor- 
ders of the city, and converted it into a public park, naming it in honor of the 
late Gen. Henry Van Ness Boynton, of Ohio, who was chairman of the Chick- 
amauga-Chattanooga National Park Commission from its organization until his 
death. The view from Cameron Hill is one of the best to be had of the sur- 
rounding mountainous country. A reunion of some of the survivors of the bat- 
tle of Chattanooga is being arranged for Boynton Park during the September 
encampment of the Grand Armv of the Republic 
The Confederates returned 


the fire of Gen Wilder from this hill when ho shelled the city, August 21, 1863. 


Bohemia's Rooky Maze. 


The Rocky maze of Prachov, near 


Jacln, In northern Bohemia, Is a vert- 
table natural curiosity. It bus been 
well described as a gigantic "freak in 
stone." To enter the labyrinth with- 
out a guide is a perilous proceeding, 
for an unwary adventurer would prob- 
ably speedily be lost In the tortuous 
windings of the maze, where the pnths 
nre so narrow and crooked and the 
cliffs on the side so high that the ex- 
plorer soon loses all Idea of locality. 
In days of flery persecution the Mora- 
vian and Bohemian brethren's secret 
prnyer meetings used to be held here, 
Just as the early Chrtstlnns assembled 
to worship in the catacombs. 
The 


cliffs are honeycombed with cells, and 
at tho far end ot the rani* »s « rock 
cnstle, whore In the old days a robber 
bftron lived nnd took toll of all wny- 
fnrers. 
The shnp« of some of tb« 


rocks is very curious. There nre, for
